Donor Announce* That Through the 
Institution M.000 w 0 nd* Have 
Boon Discovered snd Neva Process 
for Making of Cement Found. 

New York— The donation of an »d 

dlllonal endowment of $10,600,000 to 
the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton by Andrew Carnegie, the founder, 
was announced Friday. 

This latest contribution bring* the 
totnl of Mr Carnegie's gifts to the 
Institution to Ma.OOO.OOO. and will en- 
able Its directors to broaden greatly 
the i ' ope of the work done under tbe 
general guidance and with tin co-oper- 
ation of the Institute). 

Coupled with the formal announce- 
ment waa a declaration by Mr. Car- 
negie that (he work of the Institution 
had cleared from blame the raptala 
of a flrltlsh (hip who ran bta Teasel 
upon the rocks, by proving that the 
British admiralty charts by whlrb the 
captain was guided were two or three 
degrees astray. 

The discovery of SO. 000 new worlds 
by Professor Hale at the observatory 
on Mount Wilson. Cal . also was an- 
nounced The observatory was estab- 
lished by the Institution, and Its 
operation* and diacoverlea afford Mr 
Carnegie more delight, perhaps, than 
any other workings of the institution 
Mr. Carnegie also announced that s 
fsr more powerful telescope than man 
has ever made Is now under construc- 
tion for the Mount Wilson observe 
tory. With It ho hopes to make poe 
slble the discovery of still more celes- 
tial bodies 

The new telescope wll have a len* 
of 100 Inchea diameter Mr. Carnegie 
declaree that "the whole world I* go- 
ing to listen to the oracle on the top 
of Monnt Wilson, and In a few years 
we shall know more about the unl 
Galll-*. and Copernicus 
of. I hope I shall live 
to hear the revelation* 
that »re to come from Professor Hale 
on Mount Wilson " 

Mr Carnegie further declared thai 
the Institute soon will be ready to 
show a formula for the making of 
•wrtland cement. 
"It baa found the Ingredient* neccs 
I ssry by analysis," he said, "and that 
, Invaluable matetlal ran be produced | 
I In any part of the world, wherever 
the element* are found. Hitherto, a* 
I understand It. cement could only be 
, made from certain comparatively rare | 
, deposits.." 

It waa nearly ten years ago — In 
1002— lhat the Institute wa* founded 
by Mr Carnegie At that time he 
gave the board of trustee* a fund of 
♦ 10.000,000 returning an annual In 
come of five per cent. Five year* 
later be added I2.00o.000 to the en 
dowment of the Institution, which wa» 
Incorporated In 1904.

Heared 
amid exalted and solemnizing scones, 
thn young prophet must have medi- 
tated long on the glorious past of hla 
country, and must have been filled 
with horror as tiding* came ot the In- 
troduction of rankest heathenism, of 
Jezebel's abominations, the fierce cru- 
eltle* and renklng llcentlousnett* of 
Ahabs Idolatrous capital. Indignation 
within him like the flames of 
Vesuvius or Martinique, till It sud- 
denly burst forth upon the king and 
bit* court.
